TRADE PACT BILL, 
SENATE HEARING 


Committee Within Week. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4% (AP).— 
Senate opponents conceded today 
that the. passage of Secretary of 
State Hull's trade agreements pro 
gram in the House last night fore 
shadowed continuation of the pol- 
icy in some form. 

They served notice, however, 
that they would make a vigorous 
effort to attach restrictive amend- 
ments to the extension bill which 
the House approved, 216 to 168. 

The House vote, which gave the 
administration a victory in the 
first big legislative test of the ses- 
sion, shifted the battle over the 
trade agreements to the Senate. 

The question is: Shall Congress 
grant the executive branch of the 
Government, for three more years, 
power to enter into reciprocal 
agreements with other countries. 
The present grant of authority ex- 
pires June 12. 

Senate opponents said they 
would line up behind these pro- 
posals: 

Three Proposed Changes. 

1. An amendment requiring that 
the agreements be ratified by a 
two-thirds majority of the Sen- 
ate. 

2. A proposal to set up congres- 
sional rule providing limits on 
tariff reductions. 

3. An amendment to eliminate 
the “most-favored-nation” theory 
of the existing reciprocal program, 
by which trade concessions grant- 
ed one country are extended to all 
others which the Government de- 
cides are not discriminating 
against American goods. 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colora- 
do, said the proposal for a limit 
on tariff cuts would prohibit a 
reduction below the point where 
the productien cost of foreign 
goods, plus the tariff, would be 
less than the cost of production 
of American goods. Support for 
this idea came from Senator ‘Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio. 

Adams and Taft also favored 
elimination of the “most-favored- 
nation” policy. 

Taft’s Suggestion. 

Senator McNary of Oregon, Re- 
publican leader, said that virtually 
all Republicans would vote against 
continuance of the trade program. 

However, Taft told reporters: 
“I am in favor of the reciprocal 
method, because it is much prefer- 
able to congressional log-rolling. 
But some standard should be pro- 
vided to insure that the program 
will be on a protective rather than 
a free trade basis. “I don’t fa- 
vor Senate ratification, because 
that simply would kill the whole 
program.” 

Taft suggested that when an 
agreement was drafted it be re- 
ferred to the tariff commission, 
which would readjust all items 
providing reductions greater than 
the amount which would equalize 
the difference in cost of American 
and foreign production. 

Adams and Senator Pittman of 
Nevada, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, thought the 
trade agreements program uncon- 
stitutional as long as the Senate 
did not pass on the pacts. 

Senate Monday. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
will begin hearings on the bill 
Monday, and Chairman Harrison 
said he expected to send the meas- 
ure to the Senate floor by next 
week end. Secretary Hull will be 
the first witness.

TURKS DENY REPORTS 
THEY ARE MOBILIZING 


Break in Communications Due 
to Storms, Not Strategy, 
News Agency Says. 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, Feb. 24 
(AP).—Turkey’s prolonged tele- 
phone isolation from the rest of 
the world, which gave rise to ex- 
tensive war rumors throughout the 
Balkans, was disclosed tonight to 
have been caused by a storm's de- 
struction of five miles of line in 
European Turkey.

Defense of Federal Housing Program. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OR years, civic-minded citizens have 

been advocating slum clearance pro}- 
ects. Finally, the Federal Government 
has been converted to this theory and, 
far beyond the dreams of any progres- 
sive-minded citizen, has embarked upon 

a vast, far-reaching housing program. 

The machinery for this program as set 
up by the Federal Government is nat- 
urally complicated, and, out of necessity, 
something of an experiment from an eco- 
nomic or financial point of view. In gen- 
eral, the thought that lies behind the 
Government program is that the job of 
housing is too large to be left to private 
enterprise if, within a reasonable time, 
any extensive rehabilitation is to be ac- 
complished. The Government, likewise, 
has accepted, as a general proposition, 
that this work must be done by some sort 
of Government subsidy. 

In all this there is nothing particularly 
mysterious, nor is it necessarily unsound, 
as some critics may assert. That it is 
a vast experiment, one must admit, but 
it is the only practical program that has 
yet been presented. 

The very inspiring address by Arthur 
W. Binns on slum rehabilitation, recently 
made at a dinner of the Real Estate Ex- 
change, had its message reduced in ef- 
fectiveness by the vigorous protest of the 
speaker over the way the United States 
Housing Authority is financing its vast 
program. His address had the effect of 
partially tearing down the very structure 
which the progressive thinkers of the 
country have been building up through 
the years. 

Mr. Binns’ proposal for handling reha- 
bilitation (by thorough overhauling of 
derelict slum dwellings) is one which 
should follow the initial work of the 
Government, not precede or supersede it. 
While Mr. Binns has unquestionably ac- 
complished veritable wonders in Phila- 
delphia, his methods at best are little 
more than nibbling at the great problem 
of housing. 

Moreover, his proposal is based upon 
our present plan of streets, whereas all 
progressive city planners recognize the 
fact that the gridiron plan of city streets 

and blocks has become antiquated, that 
many of our side streets, if made into 
small parks or play spaces, would make 
for better neighborhoods. 

Rehabilitation of antiquated buildings, 
which Mr. Binns proposes, undoubtedly 
has its place, but such rehabilitation 
should not be done in such a way as to 
block or retard Government housing 
programs. Such programs, if they are 
to reduce materially our blighted sec- 
tions, must be undertaken in the shape 
of large projects of such size that only 
the Federal Government can handle 
them.

TOWARD A CLEAN JUDICIARY. 
Voters of Missouri, who acquitted themselves 
handsomely in the field of conservation four years 
ago, will have another opportunity to engage in 
direct law-making on an important public matter 
this . The issue will be ‘whether the selection 
of J in Missouri shall be taken out of politics; 
the chance for the voters to express themselves will 
come th h submission of the question on the No- 
vember ballot by initiative petition. 

Dissatisfaction with a political judiciary—with the 
election of Judges on party tickets which, in land- 
slide years, frequently sweep good men from the 
bench and carry unfit men to their seats, with po- 
litical Judges who pay off party bosses for machine 
support—is not peculiar to Missouri. Ten states 
have already worked out plans other than the politi- 
cal primary and election system for selecting Judges. 
In about twice that number, change to a better meth- 
od is now being urged. | 

In general, the plan proposed for Missouri is that 
which the Post-Dispatch has often described. Under 
it, Judges of the State Supreme Court, the three 
Courts of Appeals, and the Circuit and Probate 
Courts of St. Louis and Jackson County would be— 


1. Nominated by nonpartisan, non-salaried 
commissions, consisting of both laymen and law- 


yers. 
2. Appointed by the Governor from a list of 


three candidates, nominated by the appropriate 
nonpartisan commission, for the office to be 


filled. 
3. Voted on, after a trial period of at least a 


year, in popular referendums for the purpose of 
continuing Judges in office or creating vacan- 
cies if they do not measure up to standards set 
for the bench. 

The plan frankly is a compromise between the 
appointive and elective systems of naming Judges. 
But it is an excellent compromise, for it retains the 
best features of both. Without increasing taxes, it 
should free Judges from many political pressures, 
raise efficiency in the courts and attract candidates 
who will not now run for the bench because it means 
becoming involved in party politics, machine patron- 
age and spoils. For other State courts, aside from 
those named, the proposed amendment would serve 
as an enabling measure; the plan would apply in 
other circuits whenever the voters approved it. 
Law-making by initiative takes time and money. 
The first task is to obtain signatures of 5 per cent 
of the voters in two-thirds of the congressional dis- 
tricts—some 55,000 names between now and July 5. 
This obviously calls for a Statewide field organiza- 
tion to work with the sponsors of this reform, the 
Missouri Institute for the Administration of Justice, 
whose headquarters are in the Boatmen’s Bank 
Building. Volunteers could hardly enlist in a more 
worthwhile cause than lifting the judiciary from 
the mire of partisan politics.

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SOUND CRITICISM. 

The Brookings Institution has leveled a proper 
criticism at the so-called Logan-Walter bill, now 
pending in Congress. A study by two members of 
its staff says that the controverted measure “dis- 
regards the constitutional separation of powers and 
seeks to compel the judicial authorities to interfere 
with acts of sub-legislation properly delegated to ad- 
ministrative agencies.” 

The administrative agencies, beginning a half-cen- 
tury ago with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, developed not by accident and not through any 
aggrandizement of bureaucracy, but to meet a need 
that nothing else could fill. Congress obviously 
could not handle every change in railroad rates and 
schedules. Nor could the courts be appealed to every 
time a finding of fact in a utility valuation did not 
suit one of the interested parties; that was the 
whole point of Charles Evans Hughes’ famous speech 
on the Constitution and Judges. 

Ai our industrial society became more and more 
complex and more and more umpiring by govern- 
ment was required, both Federal and state govern- 
ments relied increasingly on permanent bodies, 
staffed with experts in various fields of regulation. 

Far from being a threat to our liberties, as some 
misguided persons insist, the administrative agencies, 
by and large, constitute one of the more conspicuous 
successes in the American governmental system. 
They doubtless can be improved, and certain changes 
in procedure unquestionably could be adopted to 
advantage, but on the whole, as the Brookings Insti- 
tution’s survey says, existing controls provide a 
sound administrative structure. 

The Logan-Walter bill, now reported out by the 
House Judiciary Committee and due for considera- 
tion soon in the Senate, owes its progress to a hue 
and cry about the Magna Carta and such things, 
which are utterly irrelevant. Should it pass Congress 
under reactionary pressure, it would almost certainly 
be vetoed by President Roosevelt. 
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FIGHTING IN INDIA ‘ 

The fighting which broke out on the Northwest 
Indian frontier this week as British soldiers began 
a cleanup of marauding tribesmen and raiders is 
not England’s real worry in India.

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That was a most interesting interview with State 
Treasurer Winn which the Post-Dispatch published 
yesterday. The subject was Mr. Winn’s opposition to 
a bond issue for a municipal electrical system at New 
London, his home town. The interview was stiangely 


revealing, although most of it was concerned with | : 
recording the Treasurer’s evasion of questions as to 


whether he had sought to line up votes against the 
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bond issue by threatening three State Capitol jani-- tie 


tors, citizens of New London, with loss of their jobs. 

It was very strange that Mr. Winn would not 
answer No to these inquiries, but merely asked the 
reporter for his “next question.” It was strange 
that he hastened to intervene when the reporter 
talked to one of the Negro janitors, did the question- 
ing himself and was smilingly elated when the man 
answered, “No, Mr. Bob,” to each query. Nor has 
Mr. Bob himself yet made a denial; the only denial 
in the case is that which he elicited from a Negro 
janitor obligated to him for a job. 

‘There are other strange things about the Treas- 
urer’s position in this matter. The proposed raunici- 
pal plant would displace the service of the Missouri 
Power & Light Co., an affiliate of Union Electric's 
parent company, the North American Co., and Winn’s 
brother is an office manager for the utility con- 
cerned. Another strange aspect is the fact that 
Winn, as a member of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, has consistently opposed increases in the tax 
valuation of Union Electric. Strangely enough, 
Winn was one of those Jefferson City favoritus who 
received Christmas gifts from Union Electric or its 
ace lobbyist, Albert C. Laun, in the past. (No gift 
came last Christmas, Winn said a few weeks ugo.) 

There are other interesting things in Treasurer 
Winn’s record. In his candidacy for the office, he 
had the backing of the Pendergast machin g. He 
obliged by coming out for the Boss’ Supreme Court 
candidate, Billings, in that historic campaign of 
1938. In July, 1937, hé approved and defended the 
private sale of State bonds to a Kansas City firm 
for $50,000 less than St. Louis dealers were ready 
to pay, although he had previously said he opposed 
private sales, and had assured firms here that they 
would get a chance to bid. 

Mr. Winn has another talent besides question- 
dodging ability. His campaign sketch, as published in 
the Post-Dispatch in October, 1936, said he “has 
been known, in campaigns in his home county, as 
the ‘singing candidate, having used his tenor voice 
for the entertainment of some of his audien:es.” 

It would be well worth hearing if Mr. Winn now 
broke into a tenor solo to explain some of the strange 
circumstances indicated in that interview. 
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A WORD OF PRAISE. 

The Farm Security Administration has just ap- 
proved the first 200 loans to sharecroppers in South- 
east Missouri. The grants average only about $45 
each, but it is believed that they will be sufficient 
to enable families to start subsistence gardens on 
tracts obtained through co-operation of the land 
owners. With about 1800 more loans still to be ap- 
proved, they are part of a special labor rehabilitation 
program that promises to solve the farm labor prob- 
lem of the region and the whole cotton country. 

As we have said before, unstinted praise is due 
to all who participated in the formulation of this 
program—the representatives of the croppers, the 
land owners, the State and the Federal Government. 
But a special word should be said for Phil G, Beck, 
regional administrator of the Farm Security Admin- 
istration. It is true that he has done no more than 
his duty, but he has done it with a promptness and 
an understanding that should not go unnotited. 
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GOOD WORK IN THE HOUSE, 

Reason won in the House of Representatives yes- 
terday. After rejecting two proposals to require 
ratification by Congress for the reciprocal trade 
agreements, House members voted to extend for 
three years the authority under which the treaties 
were negotiated by the State Department. 

Taking a cue from the Glenn Frank Program 
Committee’s report, the Republicans first sought to 
obtain House approval for a proposal which would 
have required indorsement of all trade pacts by 
both branches of Congress. The House recognized 
that this would have thrown the Hull program into 
a welter of log-rolling such as attends enactment of 
every major tariff bill and wisely turned it down, 
if by the none-too-comfortable margin of 161 to 144. 
Then it defeated, 177 to 157, a proposal of Repre- 
sentative Coffee, Nebraska Democrat, also backed by 
the Republicans, to require ratification by the Sen- 
ate alone. The House then voted the extension by 
the safer margin of 216 to 168. ; 

As we said yesterday, many proponents cf con- 
gressional ratification were not acting in good faith. 
They used it only as a subterfuge to cover a cheap 
partisanship. It is to the credit of Republicans like 
Representative Barton in Congress and William 
Allen White outside Congress that they took: their 
stand for a governmental program that seeks to 
further international trade and friendships. The 
House has shown the way for the Senate which opens 
hearings Monday, |

HE real war against Germany is being 
Tue without benefit of publicity by 
the Ministry of Economic Warfare. Its 
activities rarely appear in the press. Min- 
ister Ronald Cross makes only infrequent, 
terse announcements before Commons. 
Few people know of the vast, carefully 
planned system directed by a group of Brit- 
ain’s shrewdest bankers and economists 
which is slowly choking the life out of the 
Third Reich. “Starving Germany out” is a 
phrase frowned on by officialdom—in def- 
erence to the sensibilities of humanitarian 
neutrals. But that is the détermined pur- 
pose of the Ministry—the most efficient de- 
partment of Britain’s wartime Government. 
Two years ago, some of the more clear- 
headed men around Neville Chamberlain— 
led by Sir Frederick Leith-Ross, economic 
adviser to the Government—began to re- 
alize what titanic economic preparations 
must be made if there was to be war with 
Germany. Leith-Ross worked out a plan 
to revive—in modern form—the Ministry of 
Blockade, which strangled Germany in 1918. 
After the Munich debacle, the Ministry of 
Economic Warfare was ready for organiza- 
tion. The problem was not so much direct 
blockade of Germany—the navy could do 
that. The real job was to keep neutral na- 
tions from importing the Reich’s require- 
ments and then delivering them by land. 
Leith-Ross used every connection of Brit- 


fain’s big banks, manufacturers and ship- 


pers to compile a huge dossier listing the 
normal trade between Germany and her 
neighbors, in minutest detail. A blacklist 
was also made of all firms in neutral coun- 
tries habitually trading with Germany or 
supported by German capital. 

— * * 

When Britain declared war on Sept. 3, 
the Ministry of Economic Warfare clicked 
into high gear. Within 24 hours, the con- 
traband lists were published. The Ministry’s 
full staff of over 400 was installed. And the 
teleprinters which connect with the contra- 
band control stations were started up. 

British diplomats in The Hague, Brus- 
sels, the Scandinavian capitals, Rome and 
Belgrade appeared with draft treaties, under

than they had been sending before the war. 


In exchange, Britain allowed the neutrals 
to import what they needed. When the neu- 
tral governments examined the import ra- 
tion lists, they found that the British had

This policy, of which the Nazis 
gre now the front, is a policy of in- 
stigating and spreading civil war. 
It has always been part of the Com- 
munist program that in another war 
the disintegration of capitalism 
would bring civil war—for that is 
what revolution is. 

Hitler and Stalin are much less 
concerned with what is going on at 
the Maginot line, where they, also, 


do not fear a mass offensive, than 
they are with what is going on in 
French factories and among French 
workers. While they direct their 
chief armed offensive at Great 
Britain, they are directing their 
| chief revolutionary offensive at 
France. 

There was a large Communist 
party in France and a small Fas- 
cist party. The two are now work- 
ing together. But since Commu- 
nism is a much better revolution- 
ary propaganda among the work- 
ers, who also make up the bulk 
of the army and represent the 
broad masses, the Nazi propaganda 
is now Communist. 

This propaganda is, in the first 
line, defeatist and pacifist. It is 


directed against the Daladier Gov- 
ernment; it tells the French work- 
rs that they are “pulling En- 
giand’s chestnuts out of the fire”; 
that the French soldier will have 
to bear the brunt of the war to 
save the British Empire, and that 
the British are prepared to sell 
| them out to Germany, if they can 
restore in Germany a strong cap- 
italistic regime, which will then 
cooperate with English industry 
and trade to the detriment of 
France.

This propaganda is not conduct- 
ed by Nazi Germans, but, for the 


greater part, by French Commu- 
nists and, unfortunately, by Ger- 
man emigres. The latter confront 
the French Government with a4 
dilemma. Having given refuge to 
| great many German emigres, it 
how distrusts them all, for many 
of them are or have been Commu- 
nia. It is true that thousands 
of former Communists deserted 
the Comintern the moment of the 
Russo-German pact, but it also is 
true that others pretended to and 
cid not, and that others never even 
pretended to.

On Thursday a very significan 
dispatch from former Czecho-Slo- 
vakia revealed what is happening 
there. The Nazis are now organiz- 
ing the Communist movement in 
Bohemia-Moravia. as a means of 
breaking the resistance of the old 
democratic and Czech nationalist 
spirit. 

Before the conquest there was 
a small Fascist organization in 
Prague called the “Viajka.” There 
was also a strong Communist party, 
whose leaders have all left Czecho- 
Slovakia. Until about a month ago, 
when the Russian Government 
asked for the withdrawal of Mr. 
Fierlander, the Czech Ambassador 
to Moscow, Russia, observed dis- 
interest in the internal affairs of 
the Czech protectorate. 

But now the formerly Fascist 
“Viajka” is publishing a new Com- 
munist paper. This paper attacks 
the Czech emigres and the Czech 
democrats as tools of the imperial- 
ist Powets, supports Germany and 
calls the Nazi state “the apotheosis 
of Leninism.” 

The sheet is printed on excellent 
paper, hard for other journals to 
get; is edited by Jan Rys-Rozsevac, 
a former leader of Czech Fascism, 
and by Vojpa Musil, who used to 
be in the German broadcasting sta- 
tion in Vienna and from there con- 
ducted anti-Czech propaganda. The 
new paper bears the name of a for- 
mer illegal Communist sheet called 
“Rude Pravo” (“Red Law”) and is 
distributed on the streets by cars 
that have been confiscated by the 
German army in Prague. 

It is demanding the dissolution 
of the Czech police force, the dis- 
missal of the Czech Mayor of 
Prague and other governmental 
changes that would bring about the 
complete and final Nazification (or 
Communization) of the protector- 
ate. At the same time policies are 
being put into operation that are 
destroying the existing capitalist 
structure of the protectorate. 

The fusion of the Nazi and Com- 
munist revolutions—something that 
was foreseen by a few people and is 
now rapidly coming to pass—is by 
all odds the most important ele- 
ment in this war. For before the 
war began the Communists and the 
Nazis had introduced a Trojan. 
horse into every single Western 
country, including our own. The 
Communists have by far the more 
effective international organization 
amongst the workers and the youth 
in democratic countries, while the 
Nazis have contacts with the mid- 
dle classes—in our country with the 
various Ku-Klux offspring. Now 
each has the benefit of the other's 
organization. 

To effect this merger Hitler has 
become the Kerensky of Germany 
and of Europe, and Stalin has be- 
come the leader of Trotskyism.

CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES ROUNDS 
OUT 10 YEARS AT HIS POST 


In Good Health at 77 and Has No 
Intention of Retiring Soon, 


Friends Say. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP).— 
Charles Evans Hughes completed 
today 10 years of service as Chief 
Justice of the United States. 
Friends of the 77-year-old jurist 
said he was in good health and 
had no intention of retiring soon. 

Appointed by President Hoover 
in 1930, Chief Justice Hughes was 
not absent a single day on account 
of filiness until last March 6 An 
attack of grip kept him from the 
bench until April 17. 

Then on June 3 it was ‘an- 
nounced that he was suffering from 
a duodenal ulcer. It responded rap- 
idly to treatment, and when he re- 
turned to Washington in October 
he was said to have recovered 
completely. 

He is conserving his strength in 
every way possible. He . seldom 
accepts social invitations and is 
careful about his diet. He exer- 
cises every day, taking an early 
morning walk when the weather 
permits.

PREMIERE OF ANTI-NAZI PLAY 


“Another Sun,” Is Work 
of Dorothy Thompson and 
Fritz Kortner. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24 (AP).—Be- 
fore a first night audience that 
included many refugées from Cen- 
tral. Europe, “Another Sun,” an 
anti-Nazi drama by Dorothy 
Thompson and Fritz Kortner, was 
greeted sympathetically, if not to 
enthusiastically, in its Broadway 
premiere last night. 

The cast, headed by several Ger- 
man and Austrian actors, received 
12 curtain calls. 

In “Another Sun,” Miss Thomp- 
son and Kortner sketch a picture 
of the troubles and anxieties of a 
group of refugees as they try to 
rehabilitate themselves in a New 
York apartment in the winter of 
1938-39. 

There is little plot, the story 
being a peg on which to hang sev- 
eral speeches, some of which read 
like Miss Thompson's columns de- 
nouncing Nazi methods.

HERE is no substitute for com- 


is most needed today and it seems 
scarcer than usual in our field, the 
education and training of children. 

Much earnest study has been giv- 
en this subject in the colleges and 
universities and teachers’ training 
schools. Learned scholars like 
Frued and Jung and our own be- 
loved’ Dr. Dewey, have devoted 
their lives to the study of the hu- 
man mind and the schools and col- 
leges that have to do with educa- 
tion have done their best to sim- 
plify the philosophies of the schol- 
ars for the use of teachers and 
parents. That simplification has 
not always had happy effects. 

Take the idea of freedom for 
growing children. The scholar’s 
meaning of that freedom was the 
freeing of the child from ignor- 
ance, from his own erring ignor- 
ant self through understanding ed- 
ucation. Many, many eager re- 
formers take that freedom to mean 
license and we have children wast- 
ing their growing time in wild and 
meaningless gestures. We have 
@hildren in upper schools unable 
to read because the children, at 
the time of their greatest learning 
power in reading, do not feel like 
learning to read and in their 
freedom, do not learn. 

And we have the queer inter- 
pretations of the complex. Count- 
less mothers have the terribly mis- 
taken notion that a child who 
fails in any situation must suffer 
for the rest of his days under the 
burden of an inferiority complex. 
Failure is part of daily experience 
and it should be used to stimu- 
late children to greater and more 
intelligent effort. It would de 
oftener used for many children 
if their mothers were not so fright- 
ened by this perfectly harmless 
term.
